RULES AND REGULATIONS
GOVERNING THE CERTIFICATION
FOR AND EMPLOYMENT OF
TEMPORARY ALIEN WORKERS IN GUAM

WHEREAS, Public Law 21-85 authorized the Guam Department of Labor to
adopt rules and regulations governing the certification of the need
for temporary alien workers and the conditions under which they
may be employed in Guam; and

WHEREAS, the Department of Labor has prepared such rules and regulations in
accordance with the provisions of the Administrative Adjudication
Law; and

WHEREAS, the proposed rules and regulations have been submitted to the
Legislative Secretary and the requisite period of forty-five (45) days
has passed.

NOW, THEREFORE, |, JOSEPH F. ADA, Governor of the Territory of Guam, by
virtue of the authority vested in me by the Organic Act of Guam, as
amended, and by the laws of Guam, do hereby:

(1)  approve and promulgate the rules and regulations attached
hereto as exhibit A, as required by Section 48055(d) of the
Government Code of Guam; and

(2)  rescind Executive Orders No. 85-5, 85-15 and 87-29.
